The question will 
be: Shall the county issue $880.- 
000 in bonds with interest not to 
exceed three per cent over a 20- 
year period for the purpose of im- 
proving bridges on state aid roads? 
The increase in tax rate to Lee 
county citizens would be .07 per 
cent. 


Fred Lcake jr., county superin- 


tendent of highways, said the-reso- 
lution passed last month describ- 
ing the work to be done has been 
forwarded to the Department of 
Public Works, Springfield, and in- 
dications are the plans will be ap- 
proved. 


In addition to passing the reso-

36 Million [/. S. Church Members Drop Record 
Sum in Collection Boxes During the Past Year 


NEW YORK—In spite of the 


rising cost of living, some 36,000,- 
000 U.S. church members 
in- 


creased their contributions enough 
to bring annual American church 
giving to an all time high. Con- 
tributions to/ 46 U.o. Protestant 
and Orthodox communions reached 
a record $1,166,437,357, 
topping 


the billion dollar mark for the 
second year in succession* 


/The 46 communions listed both 


in this year's report and last year's 
showed an increase of more than 
six per cent in their total con- 
tributions. Their total last year 
was $1,099,109,855. The increase 
just about kept pace with the 
rise in the cost of living, which 
went up 6.3 per cent in 195Q, ac- 
cording to the Bureau" of Labor 
Statistics. 


Membership Up Slightly 


Membership of 
the 46 com- 


munions increased only slightly, 
from 36,017,258 to 36,073.974. He 
attributed the increased total giv- 
ing to the fact that the average 
U.S. churchgoer had upped his 
yearly 
giving 
from 
$30.51 to 


$32.33. 


Noting that the increase in giv- 


ing "has just about kept pace 
with the declining value of the 
dollar," it was pointed out that the 
larger contributions do about the 
same amount of work as smalller 
gifts did a few years ago. 


As an example, it was explained 


that a large part of the increased 
average contribution went to pay 
congregational 
expenses — the 


minister's salary, the cost of heat- 
ing and repairing the church, and 
similar 
items—which 
increased 


nearly 20 per cent in one year, 
from $24.43 per member to $29.18. 


Ral.se* Only 10 Cents 


Benevolence giving, had risen 


only 10 cents per member—from 
$6.33 to $6.43, about the price of 
a pair of shoes, and the share-of 
benevolence gifts given to foreigtt 
missions had dropped four cents, 
from $1.35 to $1.31, about the 
.cost of a pair of fabric gloves. 


One solution to the problem, it 


was suggested, was a further in- 
crease in per member giving. 
Cited as examples were the Church 
of the Brethren, whose members 
had increased their average annual 
contribution nearly one fourth, 
from $33.66 to $41.58; the Amer- 
ican Baptists, whose members in- 
creased their nearly 15 per cent, 
from $32.69 to 537.59; and the 
Evangelical Lutherans, who upped 
their more than 10 per cent, from 
$48.80 to $53.97. 


Free Methodists Lead 


Top place in per capita giving 


was held by the same three 
churches as last year, the report 
showed: "The Free Methodists, 
with an average annual contribu- 
tion of $163.76 per member; the 
Seventh Day Adventists, with an 
average of $143.11 and the Wes- 
leyan Methodists, with an average 
of $114.95. 


The Seventh Day Adventists 


also held another record: Out of 
their average yearly contribution 
per member, $120.05 went for 
benevolence giving, more than 18 
times the national average, in- 
cluding $30.05 for foreign mis- 
sions, compared to $1.31 for the 
U.S. average. 


More Closely Knit 


These smaller denominations are 


more closely knit than the large 
church bodies, and a larger pro- 


portion of their members con- 
tribute to the church. Most of thenfi) 
also emphasize tithing, giving a 
tenth of their income to th« 
church. 


The largest total contributions, 


were reported by the big denomi- 
nations. 


In the Methodist church, totals 


rose from $229,297,111 to $244,- 
676,674, 
membership 
increased 


from 8,792,569 to 8.935,647, and 
per capita giving went up from 
$26.08 to $27.39.

Southern Baptists Rise 


The Southern Baptists Conven- 


tion reported an increase of more 
than 10 per cent in total contri-

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Our Senators Gain No Credit 
By Lawmaking 4Iii Absentia' 


The question of allowing Greece and Turkey to join the 


North Atlantic Treaty organization admittedly has -not 
stirred American imaginations. We favored the idea from 
the start, and have taken it pretty much for granted. 


But the issue was a touchy one for the British, who held 


out many months before finally endorsing the plan. 


They preferred Greece and Turkey to be part of a Middle 


East command, closely allied to NATO but still distinct- The 
Scandinavians, who feared being dragged into a war on 
account of action'far from home, were even tougher holdouts 
than the British. But they too finally agreed. 


This year the senate foreign relations committee speed- 


ily and unanimously approved the Greece-Turkey entry, fore- 
shadowing favorable action by the senate itself. In the light 
of this, no'one expected the senate vote to be anything but 
routine. 


Yet, as it turned out, it was just a little too routine. The 


move was taken by unanimous voice vote, which was fine. 
But only six senators were on the floor at the time.

BAD GODESBERG, Germany—The official title of Shcphard Stone, 


who is forcing "democratic culture" down the gullet of the popula- 
tion of West Germany, is "director of public affairs." 
H« is the 


big wheel of the Roosevelt-Acheson-Truman bureaucracy In Germany. 
He is officially subordinate to John J. McCloy, the American high 
commissioner, but he has a strong, aggressive personality and some 
dogmatic ideas on right and wrong thinking ard it has occurred to 
me that he might be the real high commissioner. That sometimes 
happens in the strange, mysterious operations of a 
bureaucracy grown to monstrous size. The same 
thought has occurred to other Americans here and 
in Frankfurt who have been watching Mr. Stone's 
smoke for a long time. 


Incidentally, I should explain that Bad Godes- 


berg is a Rhine resort city just a step from Bonn 
where the high commission has put up a sort of &' 
pentagon for its staff. I have been shacking in a 
hotel done in the same architectural whim, called 
the Godesberger Hof, which is 'run by the state de- 
partment as an accommodation for VIP's—or very 
important people. I riffled the register for several "wJU 
weeks and found no recognizable names. The guests described them- 
selves in the register as colonels, captains, consuls and •' civilians" and 
it seems that most of them are transients. 


There is a conventional small bar and just a few steps from the 


bar is an auditorium which is used for dances, movies and religious 
services other than Catholic, all of which struck me as a more au- 
thentic expression of American "culture" than Mr. Stone's calcu- 
lated and self-conscious propaganda. 
Of course there are plenty of 


religious facilities for Catholics in this part of the world. 


I have met few bureaucrats as self-satisfied as Mr. Stone seemed 


to me. The late Harold Ickes conies to mind. Henry Wallace is an- 
other of the same type, although old Bubblehead dissembled his smug- 
ness with a drooling affectation of selflessness and modesty. 
Mr. 


Stone is a well-built, physically alert fellow of about 45, who feels 
that his experience as a student in a German college before Hitler 
and his command of the German language qualify him as an am- 
bassador, even a commissar, of culture. These qualifications are by 
no means rare and Mr. Stone's political belief probably is the most 
important asset he has beside his effrontery. 
He controls the big- 


gest bureaucracy in the HICOG administration with 400 employes in 
various categories, out of a total of 1,538 on the entire payroll, and 
his bureau of "public affairs," is a powerful, irresponsible propaganda 
machine under the firm control of one aggressive, high opinionated 
arbitrary man. Stone runs 38 libraries in Germany, a daily paper, 
a monthly magazine and the big radio station RIAS, in Berlin. 


I have mentioned this before but I do so again in order to em- 


phasize for your consideration the fact that this man is on leave 
from the Sunday department of the New York Times whose editorial 
flavor, choice of writters and treatment of" topics has not been recog- 
nizably anti-Communist in the judgment of many of us cauliflowered 
old veteran Red-baiters. 
Stone says he is thoroughly anti-Commu. 


nist, and when he remarked that the Sunday section of the Times 
was anti-Communist, too, I said I would have to disagree. Stone then 
sak. I wouldn't dare -say that to "Mr. Sulzbcrger." I don't kno\\ 
which one he meant, father or son, but I replied that I had already 
commented in print on the interesting political complexion of this 
Sunday section. 


I am sorry I did not think to mention a memorable story by one 


of the Sulzbergerg filed from Germany a few years ago, reporting 
with some editorial color, that an American colonel had issued a mani- 
fest bawling out his troops, who obviously had moreg;ense than he 
had, 
for showing an aversion to their gallant Russian allies. Mr. 


Sulzberger's piece seemed to me to approve the colonel's attempt 
to suppress the superior judgment of his men and substitute his own 
stupidity. This is the attitude which led us into the ordeal of the Ber- 
lin air lift, the Korean hot war and the European cold war. 


Mr. Stone was chilly and I trust that my own demeanor could 


not be described as fawning. It soon came out that someone had 
cabled him a report that I had written something unpleasant about 
him. 
I said I would not discuss it unless he gave me the text of the 


offensive matter, but remarked that I -had already mentioned the 
fact.that during his residence in Frankfurt he was entitled to the 
service, free, of eight German civilians as his household servants. 
I 


asked him if this were true and he did not answer directly. He said 
he had actually had only six, not eight,' leaving untouched the ques- 
tion whether he had been entitled to eight. 


He did not consider his six free servants to have been an un- 


justified luxury, however, explaining that his earnings here were 
much less than he would have been-gAting as assistant to-Lester 
Market, the Sunday editor of the Times. I tried to get a copy of the 
official list of the state department which gives nil the salaries but

If he is spreading American culture at a financial .sacrifice it 
would seem that he must have drawn more than $25,000 a year 
which is very £ood, even on the Times. 


I have no ^formal statement of Mr. Stone's politics other than a 


boast that he was a fighter against Commnism and an ardent ad- 
vocate, of "democracy." On these points I have to say that I was 
fighting Cc"™m>'nists individually «s well ns Nazis as far back as

called trichinella 
spiralis is the 


cause of the serious and common 
disease known as trichinosis. In- 
fection comes most 
often from 


eating improperly cooked pork or 
pork products. 


Cooking destroys these tiny an- 


imal parasites but meat which 
has 
not 
been entirely 
heated 


through and which was originally 
infected can and frequently does 
contain trinchella in the "rare" 
portion of the meat. 


It has also been called to my 


attention by a reader that freez- 
ing at 5 degrees Fahrenheit for 20 
days will also kill these parasites. 


However, for ordinary purposes, 


cooking thoroughly is the safest 
thing to rely on.

Meat Eaters Promised More of 
Favorite Dish-and Price Drop

NEW YORK,

eaters are promised more of their 
favorite

year—with 


prices p'erhaps a bit easier on the 
home budget. And the increase in 
beef available will be the greatest 
gain of any of the meats. 


But the population is growing 


so fast that both in and out ol 
the meat industry they are won- 
dering if livestock production here 
can keep up with the number of 
Americans who will be clamoring 
for meat—by 1961, say. 


Raise More 


The only way to keep meat 


prices 
down and 
consumption 


levels up is to raise more animals 
—more even than the record num- 
ber now in the feedlots, on the 
farms and ranges. But economists 
of the National City Bank of New 
York say that production will in- 
crease only if production costs can 
be kept down. And they insist that 
right now not as much meat is 
being produced as American in- 
comes justify. 


Cattle herds have been built to 


around 88 million head, the Amer- 
ican Meat Institute reports today. 
But the bank economists contend 
that in relation to population the 
number of cattle is no larger now 
than in the 1935-39 period when 
the 
disposable 
income 
(after 


taxes) per person was $510 as 
against $1,450 now. 


6 Per Cent For Meat 


Over the last several decades 


Americans have spent around 6 
per cent of their disposable in- 
come for meat. The 
bankers 


figure, therefore, that the herds 
could go to 100 million head, and 
still have a good market, "if the 
livestock industry can feed that 
many animals without increasing 
costs too much." 


Meat consumption in the United 


States last year was 22 billion 
pounds, and should rise by another 
billion 
pounds this year, the 


American Meat Institute figures, 
because of the larger herds. 


But if the human population 


reaches the expected 180 million 
mark by 1961, the institute says 
it will take 25 billion pounds of 
meat to give Americans only as 


last year, when production was 
off because of the hassle over con 
trols. 


Blame Planning 


Such an increase, the institute 


says, depends largely upon the 
availability of feed supplies. 


Last year, the bankers contend, 


'if it were not for government 
planning and price-fixing on meat 
more meat would have been avail- 
able." As it was. slaughter of cat- 
tle last year was the smallest in 
10 years.
